By the Associated -Press, 
MADRID, Jan. 23.—Fascist ar- 


tilery dropped shells into the cen- 
ter of Madrid today, firing build- 
jngs and scattering the populace, 
in the heaviest bombardment that 
section has undergone since the 


siege started. 
In two half-hour periods the in- 
gurgents threw at least 30 projec- 


ties into the area, using larger 
shells than in previous attacks. 
Some were nine inches in diame- 
ter. 
Ssturday crowds quickly thinned 
when the roar of the exploding mis- 
gies mingled with the clang of fire- 
engines rushing to fires in shat- 
tered structures. 

One person was killed and at 

2 were wounded. Several 
hportant buildings were hit, one of 
tiem 11 times. None of the fires 
got out of control. 

Laté in the afternoon civilians be- 
gan strolling about again to - see 
the damage done by the cannon- 
sing. Street hawkers came out 
of hiding and workmen hurried to 
tear away the debris.

Pontiff Suffers Frequent 
Periods of Intense Pain; 
Effort to Prevent Leg In- 
fection.

VATICAN CITY, Jan. 24. (Sun- 
day) — Physicians attending Pope 
Pius XI remained at his bedside 
through the night. The Pontiff ex- 
perienced frequent periods of in- 
tense pain early today. 

The Pope, wearied almost to the 
point of unconsciousness, was said 
to have slept for brief spelis but 
the morning was marked by wake- 
ful periods of pain. Earlier, a semi- 
official bulletin said he was “rest- 
ing as well as can be expected.” 

Anti-gangrene injections were 
given to him yesterday in an effort 
to check possible infection in an 
open sore on the leg caused by the 
breaking of a varicose vein. 

The 79-year-old patient took less 


covery, but said. that if gangrene 
could be averted he might live for 
some time. 

The Pope’s chief physician, Dr. 


| Aminta Milani, was greatly con- 


cerned over the danger of gangrene 
because of the almost complete stop- 
‘page of circulation in the Pope’s 
leg. : 

Fhe strain of the Pope’s compli- 
cated illness on his heart presented 
another hazard which might result 
in his sudden death even if gan- 
grene were forestalled. 

His condition in the past . few 
days has been the poorest since he 
was stricken Dec. 5 with partial 
leg paralysis. It appeared to be 
increasing in seriousness. 

He has remained lucid through- 
out his illness, showing mental keen- 
ness and throwing all his remain- 
ing strength into the duties of his 
office to take his mind off his suf- 
fering. 

Yesterday he received two German 
Cardinals—Karl Joseph Eculte of 
Cologne and Michael von Faulhaber 
of Munich—and Archbishop Maria 
Castellani, just back from Ethiopia, 
where he went to organize the Cath- 
olic hierarchy.

CINCINNATI, O., Jan. _23.—More 
than 56,000"persons were homeless 
in Cincinnati tonight after the 
flooded Ohio River inundated 11

‘The stream was at a record stage of 


72.9 feet. | 
Meanwhile disastrous floods had 
forced thousands from their homes 


in nine other states. Blizzards and 
cold weather made the situation 
doubly difficult in some sections. 

Red Cross authorities estimated 
40,000 persons were without shelter 
in Iilinois, Arkansas and Missouri. 
Their estimates of the homeless in 
other states were: Kentucky, 40,000; 
Tennessee, 25,000; West Virginia, 
40,000, and Indiana, 33,000. Flooded 
areas also were reported in North 
Carolina, Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Indiana. 

Howard O. Hunter, Midwest di- 
rector of the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration, assumed direction of 
the WPA’s flood relief activities and 
announced at Chicago he was pre- 
pared to send 50,000 workers into 
the inundated areas. 

In Cincinnati, water flowed in 
streets that never before were flood- 
ed. General health conditions were 
déclared good. The State Health 
Department sent a consignment of 
typhus vaccine to the city and to 
other areas. 

Residents Ferried to Safety. ° 

For 48 hours rescue workers fer- 
ried stranded residents to higher 
ground. Temperatures of 20 above 
zero were expected to end the rec- 
ord January rainfall that forced 
the river and its tributaries out of 
banks.

Tonight the: ex- 
change was moved to a building on 
higher ground. 

A million gallons of gasoline 
from leaking storage tanks spread 
across three miles of water in the 
Millcreek bottoms near Cincinnati. 
A “no smoking” rule was in force. 

“A tiny spark and Milicreek bot- 
toms will be a mass of flames from 
the Qhio river to Cumminsville,” 
Chief Barney J. Houston said. “The 
gasoline, kerosene and fuel oil are 
inside flooded buildings.” | 

Markers on a Cincinatti church 
that showed the height of the 1884 
flood, .were covered by water. 

Above Cincinnati, Portsmouth re- 
ported 20,000 persons were home- 
less as sections of the city were cov- 
ered with water 11 feet deep. Four

The plans involve a “couple of 
days work'a week” for 95,000 idle 
employes in factories closed by the 
effects of’ strikes in other corpora- 
tion units. The partial resumption, 
it was estimated; would provide a 
payroll increase of about $344,000 
daily. 

Secretary of Labor Perkins indi- 
cated at Washington there may be 
renewal of Fedefal Labor Depart- 
ment efforts to bring corporation 
officials and John L. Lewis, chair- 
man of the Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization, together across 
a conference table. Such. efforts 
failed this week, but the Secretary 
said today there “again are favor- 


William &.' Knudsen, 
Vice-president of General 
Corporation, who made the reopen- 
ing announcement, gave the fol- 
lowing picture of the effect. of 
strikes on the concern’s operations: 

Ninety-five thousand out of work 
on account of the strike. . 

Thirty-one thousand others -out 
of work in plants that are on 
strike. 

One hundred and eight thousand 
working, including office workers. 

Present payroll about $756,000 
daily. 

Loss to the 126,000 out of work, 
$882,000 daily. 

He said no effort would be made 
to operate factories where strikes 
are in progress. 

Knudsen’s Idea of Issue. 

Reiterating General Motors will- 
ingness to negotiate when sit-down 
strikers avacuate two Fisher body 
plants at Flint, Mich., focal point of 
the present deadlock, Knudsen de- 
fined the strike issue as “property 
rights or no proper rights.” The 
next step, he said, “is up to the 
union. It’s up to those fellows to 
leave the plant.” 

Homer Martin, U. A. W. A. presi- 
dent, who returned here for a few 
hours before leaving for Toledo, 
contended that, if the corporation 
would “get down to collective bar- 
gaining, we can settle this strike 
and the men can be back to work 
in 24 hours.” 

Martin said he would confer at 
Toledo with Glen McCabe, president 
of the Federation of Fiat Glass 
Workews, concerning settlement of 
‘the Libbey-Owens-Ford Glass strike.

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MILITARY POLICY. 
CAUSE OF CRISIS 


For First Time Lower 
House of Parliament 
Forced Out Ministry—

TOKIO, Jan. 23.—The Japanese 
Cabinet resigned ‘today following 
bitter attacks in Parliament on ap- 
parent efforts by the army to 
sponsor a militarist or Fascist type 
of government. For the first time 
in the history of the Diet, the House 
of Representatives succeeded in 
ousting a government which was 
unable to reach a compromise be- 
tween the military and the oppos- 
ing political parties. 

After a 20-minute session, Premier 
Koki Hirota tendered to the Em-

The Opposition’s View.

LACLEDE GAS MOTIONS 
UNDER ADVISEMENT 


Charter Question Again Raised; 
Senator Clark Counsel 
for Defendants. 


Following arguments by counsel, 
including United States Senator 
Bennett C. Clark, Circuit Judge 
Charles B. Williams yesterday took 
under advisement preliminary mo- 
tions. concerning a pending receiv- 
ership petition in which it is al- 
leged the Laclede Gas Light Co. is 

a “defunct corporation” because its 
charter has expired. 

The charter question is an old 
one, subject of much legal maneu- 
vering, the City of St. Louis having 
unsuccessfully sought at one time 
to induce the Attorney-General of 
Missouri to institute quo warranto 
proceedings to oust the company on 
98 ground of lack of a valid char- 
er 

Plaintiffs in the suit ilar con- 
sideration yesterday are Joseph M.. 
Kelley, owner of 20 shares of the 
Laclede company’s preferred stock; 
Florence D. Sale, owner of two of 
its $1000 bonds, and Clara Wolf, 
owner of one such bond. Defend- 
ants are individuals who at the 
time the suit was filed, July 16, 
1935, were directors or officers of 
the company. 

Motions before the court were 
by the former directors and offi- 
cers to require the plaintiffs to 
make. their petition more certain, 
and state their alleged causes of 
action in separate counts and elect 
on which count they desired to 
proceed. Although similar motions 
were overruled last year by Circuit 
Judge John W. Joynt, the defend- 
ants, represented by Senator Clark 
and Jacob Chasnoff, contended that 
as a new director John Duncan of 
Alton, Ill, became a defendant and 
was entitled again to raise the 
questions. 

Attorney Ir] Rosenblum for the 
plaintiffs contended that ag Dun- 
can was not a director at the time 
the suit was filed he had no right 
to intervene. 

The Laclede company’s charter 
Was granted by the Missouri Legis- 
lature in 1857, and the petitioners 
contend that it expired by limita- 
tion either in 1887 or in 1917. They 
asked for a receiver to administer 
the assets of the alleged “defunct” 
corporation in the interest of stock- 
holders and creditors, and to con- 
duct the business in the public in- 
terest. 

Attorneys for the defendants ar- 
gued that the plaintiffs should elect 
to state one or the other of the 
dates positively as the date of al- 
leged expiration.

Some of the trenches have pieces of brok- 
en (wooden) boxes or dry rubbish strewn 
along the bottom to form a kind of flooring. 
The rest have only the wet clay. When it 
rains the bottom of these trenches becomes 
muddy from the constant trampling of feet. 
Every eight or 10 yards, in the outer wall 
of the trench there are niches of various 
‘sizes. These are for keeping munitions, per- 
sonal belongings and clothes. They also 
make a shelter for resting and sleeping.

* The trenches are dilapidated and cluttered 
with various objects. At. one moment you 
step on a lump of bread, then again on & 
tattered beret, a book, or on a whole cramp- 
iron, with cartridges, or even a round hand- 
grenade trampled into the mire—no trace of 
damage on it, quite new, with polished carved 
steel, an “orange-shaped bomb.

Behave Under Fire 


The line of defense of Madrid is under tire: 
How does this affect the fighters? 

The day is cloudy and therefore quiet— 
no planes. It is 10 a.m. The soldiers are 
trying to calculate in an untrained manner 
the frequency of the firing. In 10 minutes 
the enemy fires five field-gun discharges 
(only four of the five shells explode), four 
from mine-throwers, 32 rounds from machine- 
guns, 15 rifle volleys (from four or five ri- 
fles). Finally there is firing by a single in- 
dividual, now continuous, now in isolated 
shots—280 shots in 10 minutes. In this in- 
terval there are one and one-half — of 
almost complete silence. 

Which type of fire is most felt?’ Generally 
speaking, the fighters around Madrid are ac- 
customed to all types; they have been under 
bombardment. They are not afraid of ma- 
chine guns, and their attitude to artillery 
shells is almost philosophical. But. a simple’ 
thing like a mine-thrower, for instance, causes 
them great uneasiness. A:mine-thrower fires 
at 300 yards. The mine falls on the: ground 
almost vertically; and if it falls directly into 
a trench it immediately disables a lot of men. 
Of course this happens very rarely. ‘In posi-

Raw Recruits of Early Days Now Trained Soldiers—Know How to.Care for Selves 


Individual snipers are beginning to emerge 


from among the mass of the fighters, and en- 
tire model rifle subdivisions. Machine guns 
are placed not just anywhere, but according 
to the requirements of the situation, and from 
these positions they fire on the parts most 
convenient for running across. 


Artillery Fire, Also, 


Improved by Experience 

Of the artillery we have already written 
several times. Having gained experience in 
firing from cover, the artillery men “have 
learned to fire also from the front-lines at 
direct range. The so-called dogger-guns hit 
well in the sections of the army which are 
in motion, especially in tanks. | 

The artillerymen are very keen on their job, 
and take good care of their guns.’ Durifig ‘an 
attack the’ Fascists discovered acannon on 
one of the sectors, and hurled hand grenades 
at it. The artillery captain, athough badly 
wounded in the head, remained at his post 
until the gun was perfectly safe. The repub- 
licans also use bomb-throwers. and mine- 
throwers with great gusto. At ‘first these 
trench cannons were held in contempt. Now 
they are used all along the whole of the line 
around the defense of Madrid. 

A great change has now taken place in the 
appearance of the fighter ‘in the Republican 
ranks. He is no longer the fantastic-looking 
partisan in a bowler hat with a peacock’s 
feather or a Mexican hat, with a Mauser and 
an ancient Toledo sword. The winter, and 
above all, the serious turn taken bythe war, 
spurs soldiers and commanders. Now they 
are dressed, if not entirely in uniform, at 
least all alike: a double-breasted, cloth jack- 
et, trousers of the same material, the lower 
part fitting inside théir boots, a cloth, leather 
or fur cap, with ear flaps: (the Basques, by 
the way, have stuck to their berets), and of 
course, a blanket. 


The Spanish soldier will not part with his 
blanket... It goes with him everywhere. This 
may seem funny to-us, but then we must re- 
member that here there is practically no such 
thing as a military greatcoat. The officers 
wear cloaks, but these too are blankets with 
an opening for the head, a fastening, and long 
loose-hanging corners. The fighter uses his 
blanket (mantia) for all purposes. He sleeps 
in it, stands at his post :a it; it protects him 
‘from the rain; he wraps up his kit and his 
food supplies in it. He.uses it to lie on when

Adolph Germer, an active participant in the 
battles of labor for decades and now one of 
the field marshals in the industrial army 
commanded by John L. Lewis, creator of the 


Committee for Industrial Organization. 


- Germer, intimately associated with Eugene 
V. Debs as national executive secretary of 
the Socialist party, is one of the most inter- 
esting personalities figuring in this nation- 
wide’ industrial warfare concentrated of 
General Motors Corporation. : 

Such veterans as Germer and John Brophy, 
astute director of the C. L. O., an elderly soft- 
spoken tactician, who worked in the Penn- 
sylvania mines as a boy of 12, constitute the 
nucleus of a board of strategy behind the 
scenes which affords the young automobile 
workers’ union experienced and professional 
counsel. 

Once Opposed Lewis. 

It is worthy of passing comment that both 
Germer and Brophy, risen from the ranks of 
the United Mine Workers of America, once 
were bitter opponents of Lewis but are united 
today under his banner. 

When Martin, now getting his first-taste 
of a major engagement, was a boy on’ sa 
Southern Illinois farm, Germer was an old 
campaigner. He had been in ihe thick of 
bitter mine conflicts throughout the country 
including the Colorado coal strike of 1913, 
which culminated in the so-called Ludlow 
massacre, when mine guards anc militia 
fought the-miners. 

(The Colorado coal strike referred to began 
Sept. 23, 1913, and ended Dec. 10, 1914. In 
that time in clashes between strike sym- 
pathizers and militiamen 66 persons were 
killed and 48 wounded. The tent colony at 
Ludlow was burned April 20, 1914, and ll 
children and two women who had hidden in 
caves were suffocated.) 

Today, at 56, Germer looks back on “the 
development of organized labor in this cous- 
try, envisions its future growth as an eco 
nomic and social necessity, believes that in- 
dustry generally is acquiring gradually “an 
enlightened conception of public responsi- 
bility.” 

Germer is a formidable figure physically, 
More’ than six feet call and weighing 240 
pounds, he towers above his associates, and 
is a commanding figure at union mass meet- 
ings. With steel gray eyes under shaggy 
brows, he resembles in appearance and man- 
ner, the aggressive personality of Lewis. His 
stentorian voice has sounded frequently of 
late within the plants at Flint, held by the 
“stay-in” strikers—the union’s army of 0G 
cupation. 


Status of the Worker. 


But in private conversation he is quiet, 
reflective, evidences a tolerant view point 
and an extremely practical turn of mind. Self- 
educated—he left school at 11 to go into the 
mines—he is a product of experience, much 
reading and wide observation. Personal 
vicissitudes in the past have taught him 


‘rather than embittered him. 


‘ “Industry today is not a private matter,” 
Germer observed to the writer, “but it has 
become a social institution. When the em- 
ployers fix wages they automatically create 
a standard of living for the employed. The 
wage earner’s entire economic and social en- 
vironment is fixed and determined by his in- 
come. On his earnings is predicated what he 
may pay for rent, food, clothing, the type 
and amount of education he may give his 
family. 

“His status in society therefore is deter~ 
mined by the employer, rather thar himself, 
Modern society has a voice in industry, The 
consumer has a right to know under what 
conditions the soods he purchases are mat- 
ufactured,” 

Germer said that the development of gi- 
gantic industrial organizations had destroyed 
the era of “rugged individualism” and had 
brought about a new relationship between 
the employer and the wage earner. The av-

AM writing in behalf of the automo- 

The article in your pa- 
per on the working conditions within the 
plant was 100 per cent true. I have a 
brother working in an automobile plant. 
During the summer, he would come home 
with every stitch of clothing wringing 
wet, because of the speed with which he 
was forced to work, with no interval for 
rest. 

While working, he is compelled to climb 
in and out of a car five times a minute. 
Hig work requires a stooping position. 
At night, his legs and back are 60 
cramped he can hardly arise from a 
chair. The cramped position he is forced 
to assume has brought on pleurisy. He is 
still a young man, but he won’t remain 
so if the important bosses of the auto- 
mobile industry win out. 

The inhumanity of the work can be 
judged by the fact that during a week’s 
lay-off he gained seven pounds—some of 
the flesh that had been worked off of him 
in the sweatshop.

In the personal career of Adolph 
Germer, is epitomized the drama of 
labor in this country. He has seen 
the day when’ miners worked 10 
hours for $1.75. Now they get $6.70 
for seven hours. And he has en- 
countered political and legal injus- 
tice, which is now almost a thing 
of the past. 

He came to this country from 
Germany in 1888 with his miner 
father and mother. The immigrant 
family settled at Braceville, Iu. 
When Adolph was 11, his father 
died and he left school and went to 
work in the mines to support his 
mother. He has never seen the in- 
side of a school since but as he 
grew older he read everything he 
could get on labor, history, econom- 
ics, while others of his age hung 
around the pool rooms and saloons 
of a mining community. 

There were lean days in the Ger- 


times only three days a week. He 
was what was called a trapper boy, 
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which regarded itaelt as “the real 
United Mine Workers of America.” 
But they made peace, in character- 
istic fashidn. Several years ago 
Germer was directing a _ strike 
against the National Lock~Co. at 
Rockford, Ill.

: Prison Sentence Reversed. 

While serving as national execu- 
tive secretary of the Socialist party 
Germer,-Victor Berger, a member 
of the executive council; William 
Kruse, Irving St. John Tucker and 
J. Louis Engdahl were sentenced to 
20 years in the penitentiary for vio- 
lation of the espionage act. The 
sentence was imposed in 1918 dur- 
ing the World War spy hysteria, by 
Kenesaw Mountain, Landis, then a 
United States District Judge,. now 
high commissioner of baseball. 

The decision was reversed by the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 

ls which took cognizance of the 
Judge’s failure to grant a change of 
venue on allegation of prejudice, 
and the fact that the men had been 
tried previously on the same evi- 
dence and ‘acquitted. They had been 
charged at Grand Rapids with con- 
spiracy to. obstruct enlistments.

Real Soldiers in the Making. 


Side by side with these men, 
who only took up arms temporarily 
to repel the Fascist invasion, new 
professionals are being formed in 
the. trenches of Madrid—soldiers, 
the nucleus of the Republican 
cadre army. Angel Blanc, a mason, 
fought with distinction in the uni- 
versity town. Under a hail of bul- 
lets, in the thick of the fight, he 
rescued the body of a German anti- 
Fascist, killed by the rebels, so that 
it might not be dishonored by the 
enemy.

No one knows who started 
it, A wounded man is brought in, 
shouting: “Give me a note from the 
Captain to the hospital saying 
they’re not to cut off my leg; oth- 
erwise I won't go.” 

A Truce for Supper. 
Gradually the din subsides. At 9 
o’clock supper is brought. These 
are the sacred hours of rest and 
armistice. During dinner time and 
supper time there is no fighting in 
Spain. 

The republican units are _ fed 
much better than the rebels, who 
are cut off from their rear. The 
militiamen have meat, rice and hot 
soup. The rebels have cold beans 
and chopped tomatoes day in and 
day out. This is a constant topic 
of conversation in both camps. Feel- 
ing in a*good humor after their 


start inviting their enemies to have 
a snack. They praise the roast 
mutton; the savory sauce, and the 
orange marmalade. From the other 
side comes the more or less amica- 
ble retort: “You're telling lies!” The 
Government planes scatter leaflets 
all along the enemy’s front lines 
inviting the men to come over to 
the republican trenches. Deserters 
are promised an excellent supper 
and 100 pesetas a rifle. Deserters 
are still coming in. 
Fandango by Candle Light. 

Behind a closed-in blindage some- 
one is playing the guitar by the 
light of a candle-end. Benito Bar- 
gaz, a young farm laborer from 
Andalusia, dances the fandango. 
With his huge shoes he jiggers on 
the lid of a cartridge box, and the 
cracking of fingers is as good an 
accompaniment as castanets From 
the clatter of Benito’s feet the 
flame of the candle flickers and 
black shadows run to and fro. I 
think of another fandango, on the 
square of the exhibition park in 
Seville: the white costumes of 
American tourists, the resonant 
brass of an orchestra, the military 
governor, Gen. Cavanelas, with his 
wild gaze riveted on the long, silk- 
Clad legs of the dancers. The other 
day the old hypocrite announced 
in Burgos that Spain ought to give 
itself up to prayer and fasting for 
12 years to expiate the sine-of the 
People’s Front. The only sin of the 
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The Real Madrid. 

But are we not in Madrid? There 
in the distance, beyond that vacant 
stretch of ground, begin the 
houses of the suburbs, and further 

seen the skyscrapers of 
the Gran Via. From there, along- 
side of us, the train lines cut across 
the line of the front and go on into 
the park, to the Rebels, to Franco, 
to the Moroccans, to Hitler. But 
the men regard this all differently. 
_ When you cross from the first 
line of trenches to the second you 
already feel you are in the rear. 
The fourth line is a quiet landing- 
stage. Headquarters, 800 yards 
away, is a health resort. And when 
from there you arrive in the main’ 
street, where, perchance, there are 
no ruined houses, you begin to won- 
der to yourself is there really a 
war on? And, on the other hand, 
men from Valencia who have just 
arrived in Madrid from the east, 
are beginning to feel that they are 
heroes and front-line fighters. And 
they are right in their own way. In 
Madrid you can be killed by a bomb 
from the air or even a shell when 
buying cigarettes in a shop. : 

“But there is sound logic behind 
this feeling of the fighters that: 


they are not in Madrid. This place, 


where the Fascist beast gnaws at 
the barriers blocking his way, this 
place where day and night rifles 
ring out to one another, this place 
where .dead bodies are heaped up 
and never removed—this is not Ma- 
rid. The real Madrid is there, 
where the children. go to school: 
where the republican working class 
banners wave peacefully, where 
little boys. shout out newspapers, 
and relatives visit the wounded— 


Dore hears how the 
fighters write notes to Madrid. And 
he asks pensively: “Is it very beau- 
tiful, this city we are defending?”

Sincere and Powerful Autobiography 


LEARN FROM MY YOUTH. The Auto- 
biography of Ernst Toller. Translated 
by Edward Crankshaw. (Farrar G Rine- 
hart, Inc., New York.) 


= ORN of a German Jewish fam- 
Biv in 1893, Ernst Toller grew up 
in Samotschin and was attend- 
ing French universities at the out- 
break of the World War. After al- 
most 13 months at the front he was 
invalided out of the German army 
and, appalled at what he had seen 
in the army and behind the lines, 
he began to work for the downfall 
of the Kaiser and the German au- 
tocracy. In Munich, after the Ger- 
man revolt of 1918, he was elected 
President of the Central Council of 
the Bavarian Soviet Republic. 
When that republic fell he was im- 
prisoned for five years in the for- 
mer imperial prison at Niederscho- 
menfeld. As “Learn From My 
Youth” ends with Toller’s re- 
lease, it must be further noted that 
he has since become a refugee from 
“Germany and that his books have 
been publicly burned there. 
Besides filling in swiftly and dra- 
matically the details of the story 
.,outlined in the previous paragraph, 
‘» Toller shows us the shifting confu- 
sion of plot and counterplot in 
which the seeds of the present re- 
‘gime in Germany were sown. Ig- 


mored by Gerhart Hauptmann, | 


whom he begged to lead the youth, 
and advised by the poet, Richard 
Dehmel, to go his own way and 
forget about the older generation, 
Toller and others like him turned 
to various workers’ movements, But 
when those movements, given im- 
petus by the revolt of the sailors at 
Kiel, overthrew the Empire, bick- 
erings and plotting and counter- 
plotting soon placed the power in 
the hands of the Junkers.

Pianist-Composer, 
With Symphony 


ERGE PROKOFIEFF, distin- 

guished Russian musician, will 

make his St. Louis debut in the 
triple role of composer, pianist and 
conductor with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra at its concerts 
Friday afternoon and Saturday eve- 
ning in the Municipal Auditorium 
Opera House. The orchestra, which 
has been on tour in the past week, 
returns to St. Louis today. 


Prokofieff will play his own 
Piano Concerto No, 3, never pre- 
sented here before, and will con- 
duct the Suite from his opera, “The 
Love for the Three Oranges.” Con- 
ductor Viadimir Golschmann has 
selected Beethoven’s Second Sym- 
phony as his major offering and

Feb. 8 The play, dramatized by 
Helen Jerome from the Charlotte 
Bronte novel, is now on a tryout 
tour for the Theater Guild and may 
possibly go directly from St. Louis 
to Broadway.

new works, the Overture by Georg 
Philipp Telemann, German. com- 
poser, which has been arranged for 
the orchestra by Louis Victor Saar, 
St. Louis composer-pianist, and the 
Chorale of Wesley La Violette, Chi- 
cago composer, 

Born in the south of Russia, Pro- 
kofieff composed his first piece at 
the age of 5 and two years later 
wrote his first opera. At 10, he 
took lessons in composition and 
wrote a symphony, several sonatas 
and two short operas. At 13 he en- 
tered the Conservatory of St. Pe- 
tersburg, remaining for 10 years 
and finishing with diplomas in com- 
position, piano and conducting. 

Prokofieff got his first support 
from a society of contemporary mu- 
sic at St. Petersburg and his first 
public appearance took place in the 
concerts of the society, when he 
was 18. He then began publishing 
his compositions. In 1914 he ended 
his studies at the Conservatory, re- 
ceived the Rubinstein prize for be- 
ing the most outstanding pianist in 
his class, and began a brilliant con- 
cert career. 

He made his ‘debut in this coun- 
try at New York in 1918 and was 
received with unusual enthusiasm. 
At the request.of the Chicago Op- 
era Association he began work on 
a new opera, finishing it in 1919. 
Two years later the opera was pro4 
duced for the first time in the world 
at Chicago, with the composer di- 
recting. It was the “Love for the 
Three Oranges.” Today most of h'; 
long list of varied compositions have 
been performed by every major 
symphony orchestra, and individ- 
ual artists. St. Louis Symphony pa- 
trons will recall the presentation of 
his “Classical Symphony” at the 
concerts two weeks ago. 

The first themes of the Concerto 
he will play were sketched at Len- 
ingrad in 1917, but the work was 
not finished until 1921, when it 
had its world premiere at a concert 
of the Chicago Symphony Orches- 
tra, with the composer as soloist.

AXWELL ANDERSON’S prize- 
winning drama in blank verse, 
“Winterset,” will open Thurs- 
day night at the Little Theater for 
a 12-performance run. A picture 
version of the same play, featur- 
ing several members of the original 
New York cast, opens the following 
day at the’ Missouri Theater. 

“Winterset” represents, as did An- 
derson’s earlier play, “Gods of the 
Lightning,” an attack on social in- 
justice and, echoes the famous Sac- 
co-Venzetti case.

IFTED with wit and good-

sion, called “Beloved Enemy,” at

about an Irish lad and an English 
lass in the Irish uprising of 1921,.a 
simple story told with a fine factual 
knowledge and seeming to be hon- 
est truth, although identity of the 
principals would naturally be dis- 
claimed. Brian Aherne is the hon- 
est-eyed leader of the Irish cause, 
Merle Oberon the daughter of an 
English Lord Athleigh who comes 
to Dublin to study the rebellion and 
report to Parliament. ‘ 


Settings have the appearance of 
genuine Dublin, the raids are fear- 
some, the hunting down of the reb- 
els a breath-shortening game. Even 
the romance ig no sickening hash- 
up, but a nice, bashful sort of ac- 
quaintance soon becomes con- 
scious of its serious situation. Per- 


haps it is as much due to the sen-. 


sible, reserved playing of Aherne 
and Miss Oberon as to the direc- 
tion of H. C. Potter that sentiment 
always keeps within bounds. With 
tense developments, the screen play 
works to a final dramatic scene 
where Aherne, after making peace 
and a compromise with London, re- 
turns to face a throng in Ireland.

MISS. PERKINS REPORTS 
ON 1936 HOME BUILDING 


Says Country Spent 114.3 Pct. More 
to Erect Homes Last Year 
Than in 1935. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Secre- 
tary of Labor Perkins said yester- 


day the:country spent 1143 per cent 
more to build homes last year than 


in 1935. 

This represented at least 270,000 
new non-farm dwellings, in the 
opinion of Stewart McDonald, 
Housing Administrator. He predict- 
ed a 50 per cent increase in 1937 
for a total of between 400,000 and 
450,000 new homes. 

A Labor Department survey 
placed the value of all building per- 
mits issued in 1936 in cities of 10,- 
000 or over at $1,328,714,000. This 
was 61 per cent more than the pre- 
vious year. 

“Contrary te the usual seasonal 
movement,” said Miss Perkins, “the 
value of December permits was 8 
per cent greater than in November. 
As compared with December, 1935, 
the value of all permits issued last 
month was up 44 per cent. Those 
for residences were up 124 per 
cent.” 

McDonald said his agency ended 
1936 with more than $800,000,000 in 
new business on the books because 
of mortgage insurance. About 40 
per cent of it represented new con- 
struction. :

It is reasonable 
to suppose that in a case where the 
needs cover a great area it will not 
be possible to use the highest priced 
materials in construction. This 
does not mean, howéver, that where 
the client has a limited. amount to 
spend he will have a poorly con- 
structed house. It simply -means 
that some of the “extras” will have 
to be sacrificed and the plans will 


have to be drawn up with unusual 


The house shown here is a budget 
house carefully planned and of good 
substantial brick construction. It 
contains 35,000 cubic feet and has 
been built at a cost of about 28 
cents per cubic foot. In style it is 
a modernized Colonial and stands 
on @ fiveacre plot of ground on 
Ashby road near Midland. 

The architect has held to the sim- 
ple lines of the colonial with shut- 
tered windows and central eén- 
trance. The porch is the lattice, 
Queen Anne type of wrought iron 
and has a copper hood. Sincc« the 
architectural trend today is to 
make a house appear less tall the 
architect has broken the cornice 
line by extending the second floor 
window heads beyond this line. A 
brick course and brick window 
heads on the first floor also help 
this trend, 

The floor plan is the usual colo- 
nial “double house,” with living 
room on one side and dining room 
and service portion on the other. 
The living room is an unusually 
large one and has a sunroom at 
one end separated by double wing 
French doors. An octagonal break- 
fast room with a built-in corner 
cupboard opens oif the kitchen 
which in turn opens on a terrace 
This terrace is screened and awn- 
inged and should be a most pleas- 
ant outdoor living and dining room 
in the summer for it looks out on a 
thickly wooded portion of the lot. 


HERE are three bedrooms and 
T sleeping porch and shared 
bath on the second floor. The 
largest bedroom has a large dress- 
_ing room with closets. The remain- 
ing bedrooms and sleeping porch 
_are very happily located since the 
house faces west and they have 
the coveted southern exposure.

Brimming With the Spirit of Youth.

URELY “the dawn came up like 

thunder” on the day Rudyard 

was born. How else 
could the great master of song and 

of story have. been 
marked with an ever-present spirit 
of boyhood which he retained until 
the last. His was a genius which | 
sipped continually at the fountain 
of youth and kept his keenly recep- 
tive mind ever renewed and revi- 
talized. 

No complete life of Rudyard Kip- 
link will ever be written because 
no one has yet been able to express 
the heart of a child or the youth 
that is a boy’s. 

Himself the creator of many 
myths and magica] stories, he will 
become a legend and a literary 
hero and prophet around whose 
name will center many stories 
without much foundation in fact. 
This, largely because only a very 
few people knew him well and in- 
timately and, respecting his life- 
long desire not to be interviewed, 
these few have never revealed the 
boy and man they knew. 

Legends Exploded. 

For example, so accurate a 
newspaper as the New York Times 
published the story that Kipling 
tried to get a newspaper job in this 
country on his first visit to the 
United States. One version of this 
ancient tale is the story of the San 
Francisco Sunday editor who re- 
jected manuscripts which Kipling 
offered him when he landed there 
back in 1889. This account was al- 
Ways good enough for another 
drink to the broken-down newspa- 
per man who had turned down 
Kipling. The truth is that Kipling 
never offered any of his work in 
the United States and never applied 
for a job here. 

Not long ago a radio commenta- 
tor repeated the old and romantic 
story that Kipling having written 
the “Recessional,” threw the man- 
uscript into his waste basket and 
Mrs. Kipling rescued it and sent 
it to the London Times, where it 
was first published. I have it on 
the word of Mrs. Kipling that noth- 
ing of the kind ever happened. 

In a life of Kipling, published 
Many years ago, the author states 
that Kipling, speaking Chinese, 
used to amuse himself by talking 
with a Chinese laundryman in 


Brattleboro, Vt, The story 

good one but it lacks two elements 

of truth. Kipling did not speak 

Chinese, and there was no Chinese 

laundry in Brattleboro during the 

poet's residence there. : 
A Man. 


It was my happy privilege to 
know Mr. Kipling intimately and 
well. He was the most human, 
most youthful, most companionable 
man I ever knew. ‘ 

Because I have always. wanted 
the world to know how much of a 
boy this man really was, I am 
breaking a silence of nearly 40 years 
by recording here some of my 
treasured memories of him. 

In February, 1899, Mr. Kipling ar- 


ling and their two daughters, Jo- 
sephine and Elsie, for a visit to the 


The Kiplings had lived for some 
years in the early nineties in Brat- 
tleboro, Vt., and their two eldest 
children had been born there. This 
was their first visit to the United 
States after they had returned. to 
England for permanent residence. - 

McClure’s e, with which 
I was then connected, had already 
published ‘many of Kipling’s stories 
and, at this time, was running 
“Stalky” series. Mr. Kipling visited 
our offices on Monday, Feb. 20, and 
seemed in particularly good spirits 
and excellent health. He was great- 
ly interested in going through the 
pressroom and watching the maga- 
zine roll out with one of his Stalky 
stories in it. Hee was always in- 
terested in everything—the quest- 
ing spirit of youth. 

I was fortunate enough to catch 
a brief glimpse of a short, sturdy, 
fur-coated figure striding down the 
corridor as he passed the editorial 
office. I was thrilled as only a boy 
can be thrilled at the sight of a 
great world-renowned man. I did 
not even dream of the joy of ever 
meeting him. 

A Sudden IMlness. 

But events transpired quickly. 
Thet evening Mr. Kipling went to 
dine with Edward L. Burlingame, 
then editor of Scribner's Maga- 
zine, and returned at an early hour 
to his hotel, the Grenable, at Sev- 
enth avenue and Fifty-sixth street. 
About midniight he awakened Mrs. 
Kipling and complained of a pain 
in his side. Mrs. Kipling did what

she could for him, and at 7 o’clock 
next morning sent for her brother- 
in-law, Dr. Theodore Dunham, who 
later in the day called in the emi- 
nent specialist, Dr. Edward G. 
Janeway. Mr. Kipling was danger- 
‘ously ill with pneumonia. 

Mrs. Kipling sent word to our of- 
fices that she needed someone to 
help hier care for the mail, which 
was rapidly piling up, for Mr. Kip- 
ling’s “fans” were even then plen- 
tiful.. My cousin, S. S. McClure, 
publisher and editor of McClure’s 
Magazine, directed me to go up to 
the Grenoble and help Mrs. Kipling 
in any way that I could. 

I spent some time each day at 
the Kipling apartment until Satur- 
day, and on the following Monday 
I was asked to remain there—which 
more than delighted me. I stayed 
until nearly the end of the Kiplings’ 
stay at the hotel. 

Afterward I went to Lakewood in 
New Jersey during Mr. Kipling’s 
convalescence there, and I con- 
tinued to act as a sort of private 
secretary and assistant up to their 
departure for England on June 15. 
Curiously, only three days  be- 
fore he was taken ill Mr. Kipling 
had written in a letter to a friend: 
“This climate is enough‘to slaugh- 
ter oxen.” He had, of course, come 
‘to New York at its worst season: 
that winter was unusually severe. 


A “Death Watch.” 


It would be impossible for me to 
describe the scene at the Grenoble 
during Kipling’s illness. For many 
weeks there were both day and 
night nurses, and for days at a 
time the physicians were’in con- 
stant attendance. For two weeks 
during the most critical period the 
newspapers kept a “death watch.” 
The lobby was thronged with people 
anxiously awaiting his next bulletin. 
The great writer’s fame was inter- 
national and the whole world looked 
upon his illness as a disaster; his 
death would be like losing a rela- 
tive to everyone everywhere. 

It was impossible properly to 
take care of the mail received and 
only the most important tele- 
grams and cables, of which there 
were hundreds, could be ‘acknowl- 
edged. During the three-day crisis 
when oxygen was used to keep 
some lung space open, Kipling was 
unconscious most of the time. 
When the crisis had passed . and 
Kipling’s condition had turned to 
the uphill climb back to health, 
this. great modest writer said to 
his wife: “I have been very iil. 
Has anyone asked about me?” 
Anyone. It seemed to me that the 
‘entire world had not only asked 
about him; but. had established a 
“death. watch” for him! _ 

Gifts and Congratulations, -:. 

With convalesence under way, 
the flood of ietters, wires and 
cables did not immediately sub- 
side; on the contrary, it appeared 
to increase. Those who had writ- 
ten before to inquire ‘about his 
condition, wrote again to express 
their gratitude over his recovery 
and to congratulate him—and 
many who had sent no word dur- 
ing his illness now wrote and 
wired expressions of joy at his re- 
covery. 
It became necessary, too, to turn 
away or give away much of the 
supply of foods, liquor, delicacies, 
tonics; flowers, etc., which were 
sent in from all sources. There 
was one Kipling -enthusiast who 
brought us a supply of fresh eygs 
every morning from his New Jer- 
sey farm. Andrew Carnegie sent 
a case of fine old Scotch whisky. 
with the request that he be noti- 
fied when he could send more. 
There were cases of grape juice 
and other tonics, and a huge sal- 
mon was shipped in ice all the way 
from British Columbia. - 
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of magazines. He would read a full 
page at a glance, but I didn’t be- 
lieve it at the time. . — 
At first I thought he was not in- 


afew hours. But he_ skipped 
the massive bundles with 
the same speed, and asked for more. 

“But, have you reat all these?” 
I would ask—enough. reading mat- 
ter, I- thought, to last hima week. 
He would reply: “Oh, yes, every 
one of them.” ; 

Still I couldn't believe it. So one 
day I held out a new issue of Scrib- 
ner’s Magazine, read it most studi- 
ously from cover to cover, and then 
slipped it into a later lot of pub- 
lications. Then I watched him skip 
through Scribner's and the 
as before. When he had finished 
I ‘asked him questions about some 
of the Scribner stories and articles 
which I fondly believed I knew al- 
most by heart. To my amazement 
he knew more about them than I 
did! 

My magazine test with Kipling 
reminds me of a talk of a friend of 
mine had with the chief engineer 
of a trans-Atlantic liner, a Scotch- 
man, after my friend had visited 
the engine room. “Tell me,” said 
my friend, “does Kipling know as 
much about a ship’s engine as he 
to know?” . And. the old 
ian with inspired adoration 
in-his eyes, replied: “Mon, he 
knows more aboot it than I know 
mysel’!” 

A Romantic Incident. 

For the public to gain further in- 
sight into Mr. Kipling’s boyishness, 
it is necessary for me to bare my 
own romance; 

At that time I was engaged to 
be married to a girl who lived in 
Lincoln, Ill. That is, I thought I 
was engaged to her until one day, 
early in April, 1899, I received a 
letter from her indicating that the 
engagement would be canceled un- 
less I acted quickly and persuasive- 


y: 

The situation seemed to require 
my presence in Lincoln at once, so 
I went to Mr. Kipling, who was 
then sitting up in bed and much 
better, and haltingly, almost pain- 
fully, explained my trouble. He 
told me to go at once, promised to 
keep me informed by wire regard- 
ing his progress, and I dashed off 
to persuade my fiance that I loved 
her. 

I spent three perspiring hours in 
Lincoln, “resold” my love to the 
girl, and hurried ‘back- to New 
York. I think a wire from Mr. Kip- 
ling helped me. It read: “All fine. 
Best wishes for success in your 
campaign. Rudyard Kipling.” 

When I reached the Grenoble I 
found these “telegrams” pasted up 
in various parts:of my room. They 
were all in disguised scripts which 
I recognized as Mr. Kipling’s hand- 
writing, and all addressed to “Harry 
McClure, Grenoble, N. Y¥.” 
“Congratulations. Albert Edward 
P.” 

“Hearty congratulations upon so 
well accomplished results of your 
journey. We were once like that 
ourselves. William R. I.” 

“Sorry it was not Ohio, but al- 
ways believed in Hlinois and Indi- 
ana as strong combination. Wm: 
McKinley.”

understand that from far away 
things seem much worse and much 
more important than they are in 
fact. Please don’t worry so much 
about us, 

“Of course, Iam not going through 
an easy. time, but God is my 
strength and gives me peace of 
mind, and that js the most impor- 
tant thing. So many Russians now- 
adays have lost that spirit. That is 
why they are so often unable te 
resist the threats and intimidations 
of the anarchists. Civic courage, 
as you know, is at the best of times 
noticeable here only among the 
few. Now it hardly seems to exist 
at all... : 

“But, as I wrote to you last time, 
the state of mind of the people has 
lately changed altogether. The old 
heedliess Liberals, always so criti- 
cal of firm measures on the part 
of the authorities, are now clam- 
oring loudly for decisive action. 

Newspapers Suppressed. 

“Everyone was delighted when 
250 important leaders of the work- 
men’s committees and other organ- 
izations were arrested the other 
day. Furthermore, 12 newspapers 
have been suppressed and their ed- 
itors will be prosecuted for the odi- 
ous things they have printed. In 
this case again everybody was 
agreed that such measures were 
long overdue! 

“All of this of course gives Witte 
the courage to keep to the right 
line of action. (Count Sergius Witte

Fire Department didn't ring 
at 9 p. m. because it wanted lights 
out and children off the streets, 
any more than Liggett & Myer 
does. It was signaling for the ex- 
citing “nine o'clock hitch,” wher 
fire horses dashed from their stalls 
into ready harness and-snorted out 
of the engine ‘house. Motheré 


however, made much of the curfew 


and the “nine o’clock hitch.” Small 
boys used to be permitted to stay up 
to see the fire drill. and then wers 
whistled home to bed. Smal! girls, 
too, I suppose.

IT SEEMS appropriate that one 
of the neighborhood: curfew bells, 
long since: silent, should now be 
mounted. in Fire Department head- 
quarters in City Hall. That huge 
bell with a distinctly silver cast to 
it, which you see as soon as you 
enter, is not the fire bell, at all.

The authorities must 
have reasoned that by putting out 
the lights they would get the people 
to bed earlier and fires could be 
permitted to die down. 

The ringing of a curfew in En. 
gland in previous times, coincided, 
at least in the summer, with sum 
set.

Art of Keeping 
Rugs in Repair 


The edges of oriental rugs may 
be kept in repair with a darning 
needle and a rather fine wool thread 
known as Saxony yarn, This comes 
in a variety of colors and usually 
can be matched to the rug. The 
stitch in time, of course, is the se- 
cret of the home repair. After the 
edge is badly worn, of course, it 
takes an expert to do the job. But 
if the rug is watched for wear, the 
edge can be kept in good condition 
with an occasional overhand bind- 
ing of the wool yarn. 


The washing of oriental rugs is 
a trick which many a housewife 
has mastered. With a brush dipped 
in suds made of very mild soap, 
scrub a small portion of the rug— 
about a foot square. Then rinse it 
with a sponge or cloth rung from 
clear water. Go over the rug grad- 
ually in this manner and its origi- 
nal fine coloring will emerge clear 
and clean. 


Reserve Iceboxes 

For people that have small kitch- 
ens and small iceboxes, an auxiliary 
box in the basement is an asset. 
Second-hand electric or iced boxes 
may be obtained reasonably and 
they do very well for storage of the 
things that are not in everyday 
use. They are indispensable for 
parties where salads, moulded des- 
serts, etc., must be made ahead of 
time and kept cool. In the summer 
when ice is made slowly and more 
than an average amount is con- 
sumed, you will find that the ex- 
tra box is a great help. By keep- 
ing such things as melons, bulky 
vegetables and fruits in it, the 
space saved for your upstairs box 
will be greatly appreciated.

Cooking Expert Gives Recipes for 


Some of the 


Favorite Dishes 


Of Sweden 


By Irma S. Rombauer — 


N a current moving picture, the 
actors take supper at an elab- 
orate Swedish Smorgasbord. Per- 
haps this will make the Smorgas- 
bord fashionable. It certainly de- 
serves to be so. : 

I found “a newly : opened one 
recently in Cincinnati. Literally 
translated, the word means “cold 
table,” but this one had both cold 
and hot dishes. The Scandinavian 
host was genial and glad to talk 
about his new venture and his un- 
usual food. Served as a prelim- 
inary course, Hors d’Oeuvre are 
meant to whet the appetite only, but 
at a Smorgasbord you may, if you 
wish, make them the main course 
of your meal. 

The long, narrow table was spread 
with food in containers surround- 
ed by ice or hot water. The food 
was not necessarily Swedish— 
dishes of all kinds suitable to that 
form of repast were 
The host was particularly proud of 
a slaw which enjoys a great popu- 
larity: 


Hungarian Slaw 


Cut into the thinnest possible 


shreds, cabbage. Marinate it in 
French dressing.

Wild Rice With Onions and

Wrong Distribution of Sur- 
plus Fat Is Detrimental to 
Health.

}WO San Francisco physicians 
have recently called attention in 
a very special way to an old 

subjéct, which should be of inter- 

est to all overweight people. They 


point out that overweight itseif 
aione is not a fault after middle 


_age, but that the distribution of 
surplus fat, especially in men, those 


with a large pendulous abdomen, 
causes them to assume a posture 
which is distinctly detrimental to 
health. This may be true whether 


the patient is actually overweight 


or, except for the paunch, really 

somewhat gaunt and thin. In 
fact, with a thin scraggy neck and 
head, and large potted abdomen, 


“the effect may be just as bad as if 
there were general overweight 


everywhere. 

What happens here is that the 
weight of the abdomen pulls on the 
diaphragm, which affects the aera- 


- tion of the lungs, and to a certain 


extent the action of the heart; but 
even..worse than that is its effect 
on. the. spine. -

WITH A LARGE abdomen, the 
halance of the body is upset, and in 
order to compensate for this, the 
spine in the region of the neck and 
shoulders is rounded, the head 
thrust forward so that the entire 
spine looks like an inverted let- 
ter 8. 

Everybody must have noticed 
how certain people, especially men, 
after middle age, come to assume 
this stooping, head-thrust-forward 
posture over a large Santa Claus 
stomach. 

They are further characterized by 
the fact that they have a somewhat 
purplish mottled complexion, due 
to the fact that the lungs are com- 
pressed and proper aeration is not 
obtained.

QUESTION—J. D. B.: “T am 
writing in regard to a neighbor of 
mine who has had the hiccoughs 
for over a week. What is the best 
way to stop hiccoughs?” 

Answer: Hiccoughs are caused 
by spasmodic contraction of the 
diaphragm and abdominal muscles, 
apparently as a protective meas- 
ure to force some undigested sub- 
stance out of the stomach. Some- 
times they become ingrained in the 
nervous system and are no longer 
protective in nature, but extreme- 
ly exhausting. Under these cir- 
cumstances the resources of the 
attending physician are taxed to 
the utmost. The use of chioroform, 
and even cutting the phrenic nerve 
which supplies the diaphragm, 
Ordinarily 
the usual household remedies of 
holding the breath, slapping on the 
back, and a cold key down the 
neck, are sufficient to relieve a 


simple case.

ESPITE all that 


grim Sigmund Freud 


and stern Henri 
Bergson have said 
about comic feeling 
being a sense of 
superiority to some-' 
one who gets fooled, 
that all jokes are 
jokes on someone, 
and that there is hostility in all laugh- 
ter, Max Hastman, poet and humorist 
in his own right, has consulted with 
the premier wits and wags of the day 
and made a sharp attack on the 
philosophers’ theories. 

He contends that the first law of 
humor is that things can be funny 
only when the persons concerned are 
in fun. The second, that in fun a 
peculiar shift in values takes place 
with pleasant things etill pleasant and 
disagreeable things — provided they 
are not too disagreeable—acquiring a 
pleasant emotional flavor and provok- 
ing a laugh. The third, that “being 
in fun” is a condition*most natural to 
childhood with children at play re- 
vealing the humorous laugh in its 
most omnivorous and simple form. 


At this stage, everything unprepared. 


for and inauspicious, unless it ve 
calamitous enough to force them out 
of a playing mood, te enjoyable as 
funny. EHastman’s last law is that 
adults retain in varying degrees this 
aptitude for being in fun and enjoy- 
ing unpleasant things as funny. 

The essence of humor, in his opin- 
ion, is being freed from the expecta- 
tions,. necessities and constraints of 
the workaday world. Or, putting it 
another way, frustration becomes. en- 
joyment and disappointment becomes 
delight in some sudden manner. 


There are few areas of humor that 


Bastman does not touch on in his “En- 
joyment of Laughter,”’ recently pub- 
lished by Simon and Schuster. Before 
entering these areas, he ‘‘warns’’ the 
reader that the purpose of the book is 
not mirth provocation; “‘As you know, 
nothing kills the laugh quicker than 
to explain the joke. 
plain all jokes, -and the proper and 
logical.outcome will be, not only that 
you will not laugh now, but that you 
will never laugh again. So prepare 
for the descending gloom.” 

However, so skilifully does he guide 
the reader among the many kinds of 
humorous experience that it takes a 
stolid soul to go through the book 
without smiles, chuckles and perhaps 
considerdble hearty laughter. Only 
his diagrams of humor show that such 
an analysis as he hae undertaken can 
be dull. 

Wits of earlier days troop through 
the pages. They are first marshaled 
when Eastman, while admitting that 
practical jokes are a laborious kind of 
humor and a puerile or decadent sport, 
states that all famous wits have in 
early years been prone to pranks. 
Mark Twain was gleeful over capping 
his brother from a second story win- 
dow with a watermelon rind. Josh 
Billings did the usual college stunt of 
climbing a water spout at Hamilton

Next is the 
trick of crossing your arms with 
thumbs toward you, palms together, 
fingers interlocked, wrists rotated in- 
ward, two hands locked together and 
under chin with thumbs out. An at- 
tempt is made to move a designated 
finger but the opposite one moves.

The én- 
larged photos were placed on a wall in 
the Secret Service office.. Leech was 
brought in and ordered to sit down 
before the enlargements: He was 
asked, as an éxpert, to point out tlie 
difference, if any, in the workman 
ship.

They pooled their financial resources, 
bought. an up-to-date plant, equip- 
ment and paraphernalia. These were 
secreted in a Chicago home. 

Then Leech was invited one night to 
an Italian dinner—antipasto, spaghet- 
ti, ravioli, Chianti. A lover of good 
food and drink, he accepted the invi- 
tation. 

It meant farewell to his old haunts. 
The four Italians kept him prisoner. 
His captore decided he should make 
two-cent stamps. He set to work on 
this while supplied with fine old Ital- 
ian wines. About the time tile coun- 
terfeiters were ready to run the plates 
the Postmaster-General decided to call 
in all current two-cent stamps and is- 
sue a new series. Leech’s work went 
for nought. 

Long as they had made this invest- 
ment, the Italians decided to: keep 
Leech at the bench. So they put him 
to work on War Savings Stamps. 


HILE Leech got ready to print 

the stamps the Italians formed 

»@ syndicate in three cities— 
Cleveland, Pittsburgh and Chicago. 

In Cleveland the four original mem- 
bers of the corporation got in touch 
with one Mike Lapaglia. He induced 
Biagio Russo to handle $15,000 worth 
of the spurious stamps, the amount 
apportioned to all Cleveland buyers. 

Russo in his turn prevailed on 
Nicalo Salupio to sell stamps in Cleve- 
land. Then they interested an attor- 
néy, Joseph V. Zottarelli. They were 
arrested soon after the Secret Service 
got Leech. While waiting trial Mike 
Lapagiia was murdered, presumably 
by members of the gang, who feared 
his testimony. Salupio, Russo and 
Zottarelli were tried and convicted and 
sentenced to Atlanta Penitentiary for 
five, seven and nine years, respective- 


‘ ly. Zottarelli died some time ago. 


“Thie was the beginning of the 
round-up. Later, in Pittsburgh, Secret 
Service men arrested Angelo Ianelli 
along with Fortunato Calabra, John 
Tortuato and his brother, Albert Tor- 
tuato, as representative of the Pitts- 
burgh part of the conspiracy.
